This conference early 1072 will tarry grout significance. V.'c shall b»vo 
to agree about the general outlines of our campaign in 1072, which will 
be a cruciol year. Nixon continues th* escalation of the war in the tech* 
nological field though withdrawing a substantial part of the US forces. 

Our reply must be an escalation of our efforts and support to the DRV, 

PUG, FUNK and the Lao Patriotic Front. Our solidarity must express itself 
in action and we must do much more than so far, broaden the basis of the 
movement and strengthen contacts with our US friends to support then. 

All forces of good will in the world must work together to stop the war, 
end the sufferings of the peoples of Indochina and restore peace * true 
peace with independence and no foreign interference - to start reconstruct- 
ion. 

This requires still greater efforts, l/c must show that ve live up to our 
responsibilities, our words and our noble aims. 

Hoping for your, active participation in this undertaking and in the World 
Assembly in Paris, we send you all our good wishes.

’ The Stockholm Conference on Vietnam is the only existing international 
liaison committee for co-ordination of action and protest against the 
war in Indochina, for information on the different aspects of the war 
and its background and for support of the Indochinese peoples in their , 
struggle for freedom, independence and peace* The basic principle of 
this co-operation - an-i the explanation of its success - is that or- 
ganisations and people should come together - v/ithout consideration of 
differences on other subjects, such as political ideology, religion, 
social or economic status, nationality, race, etc. - to help stopping 
this genocidal US war against the peoples of Indochina. The aim is that; 
all foreign forces shall leave Indochina, so that the peoples of Vietnam

As the outcome of these talks 
the* first Stockholm Conference on Vietnam was held in Stockholm on 
July 6 - 9» 1967, with about participants from 60 countries, in- 
cluding representatives of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam end the 
‘National Liberation Front of South Vietnam. 

This experience was considered .so successful that it was decided to 
build up a permanent machinery of liaison (international Liaison Com- 
mittee). Since then five more Stockholm Conferences have been held at 
crucial moments of the war, and the I'orld Assembly in Paris now being 
;>! prepared can be regarded ns the 7th Stockholm Conference, on Vietnam. 

The Stockholm Conference on Vietnam Also has taken the initiative to the 

International Commission of inquiry into US Crimes in Indochina which, 

so far, has had two sessions, one in Stockholm in October 1970 and one 
in Oslo in June 3971. Finally, as a result of another initiative from 
the Stockholm Conference, and International Trade Union Conference on 1 
Indochina is bring prepared. 

The Stockholm Conference has always worked in elote co-operation with 

the true representatives cf the Vietnamese people - the Democratic 

Republic of Vietnam and the NLF-Pnc - and more recently also w$th the 
Loo Patriotic Front and as far as Cambodia is concerned with the FUNK 
and the Royal Government of National Union headed by Samdech Norodom 
Sihanouk. 



The .Stockholm Conference on Vietnam has now permanent contacts in near-
